Birmingham  Dynamiters 
Receive  Jail  Sentences 

BIRMINGHAM,  Ala.,  (UPI) — ^Misdemeanor  convictions 
were  handed  out  in  rapid  fire  order  Wednesday  against  the 
remaining  two  of  three  white  men  found  with  dynamite  the 
night  a negro  lawyer’s  home  was  bombed  for  the  second 
time. 

The  City  Recorder’s  court  action  brought  180-day  jail 
sentences  and  $100  fines  for  R.  E.  Chambliss,  59 ; John  Hall, 
6 ; and  Charles  Cagle,  22.  Cagle  was  tried  Tuesday. 

None  of  the  defendants  spoke  and.  all  were  released  on 
appeal  bonds  of  $300.  The  convictions  were  the  maximum 
penalty  for  violating  the  dynamite  act.

Chambliss  explained,  according 
to  a statement  from  him  read  by 
State  Chief  Investigator  W.  R, 
Jones,  that  he  bought  the  case 
of  dynamite  to  blow  out  stumps 
and  a basement  for  a building  to 
be  constructed  for  the  Ku  Klux 
Klan. 

DEPUTY  FIRE  Marshal  W.  E. 
Berry  testified  that  none  of  the 
three  men  had  a pennit  to  buy 
dynamite. 

Meanwhile,  the  negro  integra- 
tion movement  sponsored  anoth- 
er workshop  on  “non-violent”  ac- 
tion here  in  possible  preparation 
for  renewed  demonstrations. 

Di\  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr., 
head  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Leadership  Conference,  gave  the 
city  two  weeks  in  which  to  hire 
25  negro  officers  and  make  other 
progress  toward  desegregation  as 
the  price  for  calling  off  new 
street  marches.

Castro  Regime  Defies 
U.  S.  To  Invade  Island 


MIA5II,  (UPI)  — The  Fidel 
Castro  regime,  hurling  new  de- 
fiance at  the  United  States  in  the 
wake  of  Hurricane  Flora’s  devas- 
tation. warned  American  “imper- 
ialists” and  Cuban  exiles  Wed- 
nesday not  to  attempt  a new  in- 
vasion of  the  island. 

FOLLOWING  up  Premier  Fi- 
del Castro’s  angry  rejection  of 
American  Red  Cross  aid  offers, 
the  Communist  newspaper  Hoy— 
which  speaks  with  government 
authority— said  Flora  had  not 
left  Cuba  too  weak  to  smash 
any  Cuban  exile  striking  force 
tliat  attempts  -to  land  on  the  is- 
land. 

While  admitting  “tremendous” 
hurricane  damage  in  eastern  pro- 
vinces of  Camaguey  and  Oriente, 
official  radio  and  press  reports 
were  slow  to  give  any  compre- 
hensive information  on  the  dead 
and  in,iured  or  property  destruc- 
tion. 


BY  CONTRAST,  short  wave 
Cuban  government  ti'ansmissions 
between  Eastern  Cuba  and  Ha- 
vana indicated  the  total  number  , 
of  hurricane  victims  might  run 
into  the  thousands. 

One  tremsmission  from  the  mil- 
itary Chief  of  Oriente,  Capt. 
Jorge  Risqu^t,  to  Castro  express- 
ed fears  that  4,(XK)  persons  may 
have  lo.st  their  lives  in  flood  wa- 
ters around  the  foothills  of  the 
Sierra  Cristal  mountains  alone. 

CASTRO  wa.s  believed  to  be 
in  Bayamo.  No  official  report  on 
liis  whereabouts  was  made  pub- 
lic. 

The  Cuban  Red  Cross,  acting 
on  the  beard(‘d  leader’s  direct  or- 
ders, rejected  what  it  called  “the 
liypocritical  offer  of  help”  made 
by  the  American  Red  Ci’oss. 

Havana  Radio,  monitored  here, 
did  not  make  any  reference  to 
the  pleas  for  U.  S.  help  to  the 
Cuban  people.

Air-Jet  Shots 
To  Fight  New 
Flu  Epidemic 

Asian  flu  will  not  hit  hard  this 
winter,  said  Dr.  Jack  B.  Trunnel, 
Healtli  Center  Administrator, 
however,  two  now  mutant  strains 
have  been  reported. 

Inoculations  being  given  will 
provide  protection  from  botii  old 
and  new  strains. 

Five  thousand  eight  hundred 
flu  sliols  were  given  to  the  stu- 
dentbody  and  faculty  members 
during  registration,  he  said. 

FOR  THE  first  time  all  shots, 
were  given  by  two  air-jet  guns 
loaned  to  BYU  by  the  State 
Health  Dept. 

“The  treatment,  said  Dr.  Trun- 
nel, is  painless.  The  serum  is  pro- 
pelled through  the  skin  under 
high  pressure.  Some  irritation 
may  be  caused  by  the  serum  it- 
self, however. 

Health  Center  officials  had 
planned  to  give  nearly  15,000 
shots  with  the  new  gun,  and 
“could  have  done  it  easily  in  the 
three  days.” 

DUE  TO  the  small  participa- 
tion, the  second  clinic  will  be  held 
one  day  only  around  the  first  of 
November. 

Those  who  did  not  get  their 
shots  at  the  first  clinic  may  get 
them  at  the  second.  A third  clinic 
will  not  be  held,  said  Dr.  Trunnel. 

Each  shot  will  cost  75  cents.

Dr.  D,  H.  McNamara  of  tho 
Physics  Dept,  will  conduct  the 
planetarium  programs  which  are 
open  to  the  public  on  the  second 
Thui’sday  of  each  month. 

AN  OPTICAL  projector  in  the 
planetartum  can  reproduce  the 
positions  of  the  sun,  moon,  stars, 
planets  and  other  natural  pheno- 
mena as  they  appear  during  any 
season  of  the  year  regardless  of 
weather  conditions  outside.  Spe- 
cial effects  Including  sunrise  and 
sunset  can  also  be  produced. 

Tlie  evening  sky  is  simulated 
on  a hemispherical  dome  24  feet 
In  diameter,  The  room  in  which 


the  shows  are  given  .seats  up  to 
60  persons,  according  to  Dr.  Mc- 
Namara. 

THIS  PTANETARIUM  is  the 
only  one  of  its  typo  within  a ra- 
dius of  about  .500  miles  and  ono 
of  the  finest  in  the  country,  he 
said.

Phil  Brady  Leads  VdAC  in  Offense 


Phil  Brady,  hard-working  Brig- 
ham Young  tailback,  held  his 
Western  Athletic  Conference  to- 
tal offense  lead  by  virtue  of  a 
148-yard  performance  against 
Montana  State. 

WHILE  BRADY  HELD  his 

lead  however,  the  rest  of  the 
statistical  departments,  both 
team  and  individual,  underwent 
a general  shaking  up  as  the 
WAC  concluded  the  third  week  of 
the  19G3  grid  campaign. 

Brady  now  shows  358  yards  in 
three  games  and  holds  a fairly 
comfortable  lead  over  Tom  Wil- 
kinson of  Wyoming,  who  has  325 
yards  in  three  games.  The  flashy 
Wyoming  sophomore  jumped 
from  sixth  to  second  with  a 
strong  passing  performance 
against  Kansas. 

Brady  himself  has  jumped  into 
the  rushing  lead  ahead  of  last 
week’s  pace-setter,  Tony  Loriek 
‘of  Arizona  State.  Brady  has  rush- 
ed for  263  j'ards  compared  with 
213  for  Loriek.  Loriek,  however, 
has  carried  the  ball  only  20  times 
and  owns  a sparJiling  10.7  yards- 
' per-carry  average. 

Wilkinson  completed  a record 
(for  Wyoming)  15  passes  against 
Kansas  to  jump  into  the  WAC 
passing  lead  with  27  completions 
for  367  yards.  Last  week’s  leader, 
Gary  Hertzfqldt  of  Utah,  is  se- 
cond with  16  completions. 

QUARTERBACK  TOIM  WIL- 
KINSON of  Wyoming  and  End 
Roy  Jefferson  of  Utah  are  the 
Back  and  Lineman  of  the  Week 
in  recognition  of'  their  outstand- 
ing play  in  games  Oct.  5. 

Wilkinson,  who  virtually  re- 
wrote the  Wyoming  record  book 
in  pacing  ,the  Cowboys  to  their 
near-upset  of  Kansas,  is  named 
for  ^he  second  .straight  week, 
only  the  second  time  this  feat 
has  been  accomplished  in  the 
WAC’s  short  history.

The 
190-pound  junior  from  Compton, 
Calif.,  was  credited  with  one  un- 
assisted tackle,  five  assisted  tac- 


kles and  one  fumble  recovery  for 
his  defensive  contribution  to 
Utah’s  big  victory.  On  offense,  he 
caught  two  passes  for  23  yards 
and  one  touchdov/n^  and  added 
an  extra  point  by  placement. 

Jefferson  was  one  of  two  pre- 
season favorites  from  the  Wes- 
tern Athletic  Conference  for  All- 
American  honors  in  nominations 
by  the  American  Football  Coach- 
es Association.  His  play  has  been 
outstanding  in  Utah’s  three  starts 
so  far. 

BRADY  OF  BYU  was  high  on 
the  nominations  list  for  back- 
of-the-week,  as  was  tackle  Carl 
Banker,  a defensive  stalwart  for 
the  Cougars  in  limiting  Montana 
to  a minus  eight  yards  total  of- 
fense in  the  first  half,  a candi- 
date for  lineman  of  the  week.

In  addition  to  grants,  which 
provide  round-trip  transporta- 
tion to  any  one  of  51  countries, 
as  well  as  tuition  and  mainten- 
ance for  one  academic  year,  two 
other  types  of  grants  are  avail- 
able.

To  qualify  for  one  of  these 
grants  the  applicant  must  be  a 
U.  S.  citizen,  have  a bachelor’s 
degree^  or  its  equivalent  in  pro- 
fessional training,  language  abil- 
ity in  the  native  tongue  of  that 
country  in  which  he  wishes  to 
study  and  good  health.  Prefer- 
ence is  given  to  those  under  35 
years  of  age. 

Application  forms  and  further 
information  for  students  cur- 
rently enrolled  in  Brigham 
Young  University  may  be  obtain 
ed  from  the  Graduate  Awards 
Office,  D-227  Smoot  Administra- 
tion Bldg.  Individual  department 
heads  also  have  lists  of  coun- 
tries offering  opportunities  in 
particular  fields. 

The  deadline  for  filing  appli- 
cations through  the  Graduate 
Awards  Office  is  October  15, 
1963.
